BUTTON - PUSHING TRAVELS WITH WALT BREVILLE 


John Rieger did it by his article on his signal-sniffing meanderings in the Nov. 7,1988 
issue of DX News. That fueled my urge to hit the highway and intensified my cold weather 
blues. I am much better equipped to do so than I was a couple of years ago, with a 1986 
Thunderbird equipped with Proton 214 cassette stereo plus 80 watt amp and beefed up loud- 
speakers, GE Superradio, and Sony SRF-M40W Walkman with digitally tuned AM/FM. On AM the 
Superradio is definitely the most sensitive and selective of the trio, but the car and Walk- 
man radios being digital readout are essential aids in IDing new stations. On FM the car 
radio is the best DX puller. The Walkman does amazingly well on AM considering its tiny 
size, and its priced under $50. 

T am hoping that at least two of my NRC friends who travel often will send in articles 
like this, for the format/slogan information makes valuable DX reference data as well as 
call/frequency changes noted...Like many DXers I do Not update my NRC and FM Atlas logs, 
there are too many changes and with working overtime I do not have the time. So having a 
fairly new NRC log and FM Atlas really moved me to make plans. 

January 13, 1989 my vacation started! Got off work 6:30pm, got a quick bite to eat at 
McDonald's, hopped into the car to head it on a long course to the southwest. Was shaken 
by the weather report: my route down I-44 into Oklahoma threatened with snow-a nasty four 
letter vord..I work outdoors, hate the stuff! So I elected to take an alternate route due 
south into Arkansas surviny iato Texas, headed down I-55 & US 67 to spend the first night 
at Poplar Bluff, MO, where my ears were tickled to hear KLID~1340 playing lively CHR and 
not parallel to any FM. Up the next morning to find sleet mixed with the rain, found out 
that I was barely outside the snow line in this storm, so I promptly hit the road heading 
south thru Arkansas in the sloppy mess, with just a handful of undistinguished small tow 
automated C&W and REL outlets and my cassette tapes to feed the car stereo. Was so glad I 
took this route upon approaching Little Rock as I found the children's formatted KPAL-1380 
the neatest thing in ages for adults like me with a bit of "kid" in their minds. When I went 
thru late Saturday morning KPAL had just little bits of "kid talk" between bunches of '50¢ 
and '60s novelty songs, mostly obscure old rockers (or do children's records sound like this 
nowadays?) with occasional Gold hits like Purple People Eater, Monster Mash, a very young 
Michael Jackson singing "Rockin' Robin", the Chipmunks doing a late '70s disco number, what 
a treat to find something different like this rocking the AM band! 

Otner Little Rock stations noted: 920-KARN TLK, 1150-KEZQ is all Travelers Information 
Service, 1250-KZOU (ex-KOKY), 1440-KITA & 1500-KCHB both black GOS, FM 91.5 apparently silent, 
95.7-KSSN "Kissin'" is C&W, 98.5-KZOU "Z-98" CHR, 100.3-KEZQ "FM-100" EZL, 103.7-KKYK "FM-104" 
sounds UCish CHR to me. At Arkadelphia found 91.1 silent, 100.9-KDEL light AC, 1240-KVRC was 
there (with what I forgot, its not always easy to write notes alone on the highway, esp. 
when 18 wheelers are squeezing me!) On to HOPE finding KXAR both 1490 & 101.7 doing UCish AC, 
104.9-KHPA parallel to 1490 running basketball game. TEXARKANA has 740-KCMC C&W, 790-KOSY CW, 
1400-KMLA OLD/CHR mix. Now entered the bigger-than-life state of TEXAS, falt real charyed uo 
on my way as I hit Mt. Pleasant with its lively 100.7-KPXI "X-100" CHR/AC. Also in these parts 
a number of FM translaters abound - they're low power outlets that rebroadcast on anvther 
frequency another out-of-town station, most of them are very hard to hear as their coverage 
radius is less than a couple of miles. 

The weather changed from the steady hard rain of NE Ark. to cloudy but dry thru Little 
Rock to an all clear sky in Texas, but temp. in the 40's. Came into DALLAS sguinting into the 
low setting sun finding a galaxy of stations on both bands. Between fighting the thick rush 
hour traffic (though the cxtra-wide streets of Dallas make it not too bad) and spending time 
with my fricnd, eating out, etc. I had far too little time to check out very much of the horde 
of Metroplex stations. Here's what I did note: 570-KLDD "K-Oldie" fine sounding with wide 
coverage, 660-KSKY REL, it is nice to have an all-news station like 1080-KRLD, something we 
don't have in St. Louis. 890 had WLS pounding in this Saturday evening with the charming 
Jackic Renease spinning her large playlist of OLD/AC, sure hope WLS keeps her on. No sign of 
Laredo-890 yet. 1190-KLIF, the great Top 40 pioneer, is now all-—TLK. 1310-KAAM runs a good 
BBD/MYL. 1480-KMEZ is C&W, I fondly remember when it was KBOX 25 years ago doing a very fine 
T-40 like 1430-WIL St.Louis was when Balaban Broadcasting owned both, and occasionally KBOX 
could be heard well in the wee hours from St.Louis.

Tom Nichols doesn't get that many 
calls from Little Rock on his daily 
**Ask Your Neighbor” program. Most 
of the callers live closer to Glen- 
wood, where he and his wife Polly 
own and operate KW XI, at 670 on the 
AM dial. 

That people do call from Little 
Rock, as well as Booneville, De- 
Queen, Camden and Sheridan, is evi- 
dence that the tiny station reaches 
many more people than live in and 
around Glenwood, 

Tt has to. 

“The town itself has only 1,400 
people, therefore many people have 
considered putting a station here, 
but backed away,” Nichols said 


“What they failed to realize is that * 


there are 73,000 people within a 
30-mile radius of the station, so it's a 
bigger market than it appears to be.” 

Nichols and his wife Polly, both 
Mot Springs natives, started KWX1 in 


May 1980, Nichols, who had worked 
for various radio stations at Hot 
Springs for 20 years, said Hot 
Springs was already crowded with 
stations. 

But Glenwood represented a rel- 
atively untapped market, especially 
since it ts a regional trade center 
with two banks, three auto dealers 
and an active city government. 

Since going on the air, the station 
has become a popular voice in south> 
western Arkansas. The programing 
is varied, but it all tends to empha- 
size the informal good-neighborli- 
ness that js typical of its listening 
area. 

On his morning show, Nichols 
slurps his coffee, exhorts listeners to 
Ret oul of bed and does many of his 
commercials live. He also helps lis- 
Leners exchange household hints and 
recipes during his ‘Ask Your Nejgh- 
bor” show, and the Station has an 
incoming WATS line to encourage 
listeners outside of the Glenwood 
area to participate. 

The station also offers, among 
other shows, a Swap Shop” radio 
bulletin board for listeners to buy 
and sell things, and a daily episode of 
the classic radio sertes *'Lum 'n’ Ab- 
ner,” set at Pine Ridge, about 40

“We're not just playing music at 
them all the time,” Polly Nichols 
said. “They have a chance to talk 
back to us, We have a very inter- 
esting blend of people here, and 
that shows by the people who call 
in.” 

The station's big break came in 
1983, when the Federal Communit- 
cations Commission decided to re- 
Jease 25 clear channels around the 
country to daytime stations, The 
channels had previously been the 
domain of powerhouse stations 
from big cities that broadcast for 
thousands pf miles after sunset. 

The new rules allowed local sta- 
tions to broadcast on the stations’ 
frequencies as long as they did not 
interfere with the large stations’ 
own local daytime signals. 

KWXI was one of the first sta- 
tions to apply for a clear channel, 
and moved in February 1984 to 
670 AM, occupied during the night 
by WMAQ at Chicago. The station 
also doubled its power to 6,000 
watts, allowing it to reach to Fort 
Smith, Texarkana and Little Rock, 
a@ move that both expanded its 
audience and changed the type of 
advertisers it attracted, Nichols 
said. 

“That put us into a different ball 
game,” Nichols said. “While we 
still had Lo serve this area, we also 
began reaching a much broader

businesses.” 

KWXI's position is further 
strengthened by its affiliation 
with the NBC radio network, 
which gives the station hourly na: 
tional news broadcasts, The sta- 
tion also features the Steve Allen 
show, an NBC experiment that the 
network is dropping next month 
because not enough stations sub- 
scribe to it. Nichols said many 
stations are too locked into their 
formats for Allen's show to fit. 

“That's the problem with radio 
these days,” Nichols said. “It’s all 
formatted, and there's no room for 
experimentation. So what we'll do 
[when Allen's show is canceled|, 
we'll try another experiment. One 
of the Unings we've learned {s that 
nothing is written in stone.” 

Nichols said the FCC would seon 
be releasing af FM frequency in 
Southwestern Arkansas and he 
hoped to take advantage of the 
agency's policy of giving prefer- 
ence to local owners of daytime 
stations In granting license appli 
cations. 

He said, however, that KWXI 
was holding its own quite well as 
an AM station, despite FM's cur- 
rent recent dominance. 

“Radio ts still basically radio. 
and people will listen to a station 
whether it’s AM or FM if you give 
them something to listen to,’ Nich- 
ols said, “The trick is program- 
ing.”

But the group of stalions thal feels the necessity is 
getting smaller as the state's farm population dwindles, 
and Mr. Griner admits his 1s not a field of opportunity. 
At one time, many individual radio stations employed 
their own farm directors. Mr. Griner was one. for local 
AM slation WMGA in his hometown of Moultrie. 


“They don't have to have it [farm prugramining} to 
survive anymore, and they don’t want the image of a 
farm station,” Mr. Griner Jamented. “Man, if you're 
making money, who cares about an image?” 

Mr. Griner is making money, enough to live on, al- 
though he won't say how much. His pay comes from ad- 
vertisers who buy time on his network to place their 
messages before rural ears; local stations are allotted a 
few slots during the programs to sell ads of their own, 

From his Colquitt County barn in the middle of 300 
acres of South Georgia crop land his in-laws till, Mr. 
Griner, 62, broadcasts six daily farm news and market 
shows, five days a week. 

Radio has been Mr. Griner’s vocation since 1948, 
when he first spun country and eae discs on the 
“Sagebrush Cowboy Shou” for WMGA. : 

“a {arm broadcaster since 1971, when WMGA’s flor- 
mer farm director retired, Mr. Griner is self-educated, 

self-styled and given to an occasional entry of personal 
opinion in his news show. 

“I take the farmer's point of view,” he said. “To heli 

with the other side.” , 

And he eschews what little farm news local stations 
and local newspapers around him generate. 

“In most cases they don't know a scybean from a 
sow belly,” he said. ‘ 

Mr. Griner likes his farm news clean znd crisp and 
simple. No fancy phrases. Just the facts. 

“Medium and large frame sleers, 400 to 500 pounds, 


“Five to 600, 76. 

“You don't communicate with a farmer the way you 
do other people,” he offers. “The farmer hears you ... 
and considers you a friend of his. And I {vel we're clos- 
er to each other in radio than we could be in print or 
TV. He’s counting on me every day.” , 

The Agri-News network is heard alniost exclusively 
on stutions in the Middle and South Georgia counties 
that produce almost all] the state's soyLc ans, peanuts, 
tobaeco and wheat. 

And his audience grows sinailer every year. With an 
estimated 45,000 farmers in Georgia, down from 57,000 
earlier in the decade, the state's farmers could fit into 
Alianta’s Fulton County Stadium with row n left over. 

It’s a trend that reaches even into the farm commu- 
nities where Mr. Griner’s trade was born 

“You've got people downtown who cuuld care less 
about peanut news. The average listener in the average 
community finds farm news boring,” sa.d Art Sulton, 
who bought WMGA in Moulirie two years «go. 

“When WMGA went on the air tn 1939, they held a 
contest to name the station The winn-ng entry was 
“Watch Moultrie Grow Agriculturally.’ That was the em- 
phasis then: lotally agricullural, That’s not the case 
now. The community has grown with the times. The ma- 
jor thrust now is industrial and retail development.” 
said Mr. Sutton. The station doesn’t carry Mr. Griner's 
farm news anymore. 

Mr. Griner is not sanguine about the juture of farm 
broadcasting. Although he says retiremeut isn't on his 
agenda anytime soon, he predicts his studio will be the 
last of ils kind in Georgia when he turns off the inicro- 
phone for the last time. 

There will be farm broadcasters in the Midwesl, 
America’s breadbasket, but when Mr. Griner retires, 
“the industry as 1 know it will die in Gevrgia,” he said.

Now, inasmuch as we've taken our look back at 
the past this issue, [ find it necessary to look 
forward to the future. I'm sure you've already 
noticed a few changes, Including in the flag, which 
has run unchanged since September 20, 1976, 
when it was designed by member Cal Craig, Munro 
Falls, OH. I've decided to attempt to standardize 
the appearance of DXN components as much as 
possible by upgrading the flag and the column 
headers, as well as to continue to take steps to im- 
prove the magazine and increase the membership 
{which at least is holding steady, 1 can report). 
Editors and others contributing material should 
now maintain a page width of betwecn 7 3/4 
inches and 8 inches; leave an inch-and-a-half at 
the top of the first page for regular column head- 
ers, and an inch for other articles or contributions. 
The page length is still 13 inches, and submissions 
on I 1-inch paper is fine; cut-and-paste is easy for 
me, as are submissions on 5.25-inch and 3.5-inch 
diskettes in Appleworks or Microsoft works. I'm 
not quite ready for ASCII submissions but should 
be soon. 

As 1 mentioned last week, 1 appreciate the 
comments from those of you who have offered 
suggestions for the improvement of DXN, and 1 
hope you'll continue. A few samples ... Ernie 
Cooper hopes to see the “personality” of the 
members return to Musings as well as DX tips ... 
and adds, "...doesn't it seem sorta odd, that the 
only subject one isn't supposed to mention in 
Musings is DX?" And Walt Breville says, "] hope 
some mention of FM will be allowed in Musings 
and articles in the future ...” 

Well, "mention" of FM, shortwave, TV, has 
always been quite acceptable, especially notewor- 
thy catches. Now, the IRCA "Forums" are not 
allowed to include DX, but the NRC has always 
allowed mention of DX catches and anything else 
which might be of use to a DX'er. However, some 
columns, such as "Bandscan" and Pete Kemp's 
"Radio Roundup" have been spun off from Mus- 
ings, as perhaps "DX Time Machine" and other 
articles of historical interest was inspired by Ernie's 
“Mothball Memories". Part my plan in the im- 
provement of DXN is to keep it organic and more 
useful to members (partly to fill in for the missing 
Musings columns). 

A club which had been devoted to the radio 
market, Radio*Philes, has not sent out a bulletin 
since last summer, regretfully, and | believe there 
is a need for this information to reach radio 
hobbyists, not all of whom are hard-core BCB 
DXers. Therefore I've increased the coverage of the 
radio industry, individual stations, history, etc., in 
an effort to broaden the appeal of DXN and attract 
new members. But if the contributions to the DX 
columns increased dramatically ... say to 10-year- 
ago levels, when Chuck was typing up IDXD's 
whose pages numbered in double digits ... you'd 
see the DX first and programming second. 

1 would hope also that the NRC is projecting a 


"professional" level image now, and that we would 
be proud for our magazine to grace the coffee 
tables of kings and presidents (suchas noted radio 
amateur King Hussein, who has had DXN in his 
possesion). The days of bombs and bumper stick- 
ers at conventions are over. And in spite of Bill 
Hale's request in this issue, so are the sophomoric 
April Fool's issues, which | feel wasted your dues 
money on half-baked satire and disguised per- 
sonal attacks. Both the publisher and | agreed last 
September that the 1988 April Fool's issue was the 
last ... and don't waste your time in pleading to us 
to bring it back. Not in my lifetime, anyway! 

I'm still 
waiting for at least one member to contribute some 
cartoons which he told me he could produce and 
which I promised I'd run. Ernie's one-liners were 
priceless, and harmless. And the funniest spoof 
I've ever read concerned a "Vertical Hydraulic An- 
tenna,” or something like that. Maybe I'll dig it up 
and reprint it to placate those of you who need a 
bellylaugh in April, along with directions for using 
a microwave to shrink heads, if 1 get enough re- 
quests. Plus | hope that the creative of you will 
contribute humor from time to time, along with 
historical reviews, clippings, technical articles, 
how-to's, equipment reviews, and some others 
which have been scarce in recent years.
